‘The total number of prisoners who 
have reached internment camps and 
hospitals in the Delta area is now 
26,000. Of these, 7,000 are Germans, 
including over 200 officers, and nearly 
19.000 are Italians, including 9860 
officers. 

Agheila, near which the British are 
attacking the retiring Axis forces in 
Libya, is a village with a population of 
about 900. It is fairly well supplied 
with water. From it a road runs east- 
wards towards the interior for seven- 
teen miles, and then at El Mensherem 
turns north-east to the sea. A track 
runs south to Marada, and the country 
over which it goes is flat and open, 
providing fairly good going for motor 
transport, but very slow, good founda- 
tions having been provided only where 
the sands are very soft.—(Press Asso- 
ciation. ) 

A Royal Air Force squadron of

While the German initiative, it says, 
is at present defensive, owing to 
winter, the army will return to the 
offensive when the time comes, Claim- 
ing that the Russians, at the cost of 
exceptionally high losses in men and 
material, have failed to gain a sub- 
stantial tactical, or even strategic, 
success on the central and northern 
sectors of the front, the High Com- 
mand continues :— 

„When a war machine is capable of 
such defensive successes as the Germans 
are now achieving, and when the enemy 
can win no tactical or strategic success, 


then the war machine is completely in- | 


tact. The sureness with which this 
machine operates will provide the 
enemy with some surprises in the future, 
and the Soviet assertions that the 
initiative has been taken out of German 
hands will be proved false. At the 
right time the German Army will re- 
turn to the offensive. 

““In North Africa, too, German and 
Italian tactics are in command of the 
situation. The British, exerting pressure 
on the German and Italian positions 
only at Sollum and at Agedabia, dare 
undertake nothing more than patrol 
activity.

GERMAN U-BOAIS IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


VIEWS OF REAR-ADMIRAL 
RAWLINGS 


Larry Allen, Associated Press War 
Correspondent, telegraphin from 
Alexandria yesterday, said :—Rear- 
Admiral Hen Bernard Rawlings, 
commanding 2 British cruiser squadron 
in the Mediterranean, speaking to me, 
said: The appearance of U-boats in 
increasing numbers in the Mediter- 
ranean constitutes a nuisance. “ But it 
is @ nuisance that can be tackled; and 
we are doing that successfully.“ 

Among probable reasons for the. 
U-boat invasion of the Mediterranean, 
apparent since early December, he 
mentioned that submarine activities in 
the Atlantic were not paying “ justifi- 
able dividends, and that the Germans 
wanted to try to protect Axis convoys 
bound for Tripoli. 

Another factor, he thought, was that 
winter weather in the Atlantic was 
probably making U-boat operations 
difficult there. 

We are successfully meeting the 
influx of German submarines into the 
Mediterranean, he said. We intend 
to keep on maintaining lines of com- 
munication and supplies for the Army 
pushing towards Tripoli. The capture 
of Tripoli would go a long way towards 
making the whole of the Mediterranean 
reasonably safe for shipping. 

British warships, frequently moving 
close in to the Libyan shore, he added, 
heavily bombard enemy positions where 


the ragga US can help the 
Army 's drive. Battleship guns could 
still do more effective and devastating 


work than thirty bombers. 

Speaking of the Far East he said: 
Even if Singapore fell, “ we can, and 
will, do this job all right from the 
Dutch East Indies, and we might 
borrow a strip of China for bases if 
necessary.

AXIS TRANSPORT SUNK 


Submarines of Mediterranean 
Fleet, striking at Axis shipping, have 
sunk a large transport en with 
troops. 

An official Admiralty communiqué 
yesterday stated :— 

The Commander-in-Chief, Mediter- 
ranean, reports that His Majesty’s sub- 
marines undér his command have tor- 
pedoed a large enemy transport and a 
metlium-sized supply vessel in the 
Ionian Sea. The transport, which was 
laden with troops, was sunk, Although 
the supply vessel was not seen to sink, 
it was so severely damaged that its 
destruction is considered probable.”

HE effect of a new Order made by the Minister for Supplies 


is that no person may her

ted by the Minister. 


In view of the recent intensification 
of the war in the Far East, says an 
official statement, the future isiea 
with regard to supplies of rubber is 
most uncertain, and the Minister has 
decided that, in the curcumstances, it 


manufacture of all goods made from 
rubber. It is contemplated that the 
existing stocks of raw material and 
such supplies as may become available 
in the future will utilised only in 
providing for essential requirements, 
and for the time being, at any rate, 
it is not proposed to permit the manu- 
facture of rubber shoes, Wellington 
footwear, footwear sundries, rubber 
soles and heels, hot water bottles, golf 
balls, tennis balls, etc.

Rubber, it was 
stated by a large trader, “has been 
mg into the country under a ration- 
ing scheme during the last year, but the 
rationing scheme has expired, and it 
has not, been renewed. hey are 
pretty tight, for rubber in England at, 
the moment, and the situation is full 
of uncertainty. It is quite likely that 
this country will get no more rubber 
for the duration of the war.

especially of the more distant countries, 
History and biography are also in 
popular demand. 
“Of more practical interest are the 
many books about air-raid precautions, 
cookery under war conditions, and the 
nutritive value of foods. The war, too, 
has created a new and wider demand 
for books on the growing and bottling 
of vegetables and fruit, jam-making, 
fruit-preserving and pickling. Perhaps, 
most significant of all is the interest 
that the war has created in religion, 
probably strongest in those who had 
ceased to practice it or who had ceased 
to affiliate themselves with any Church. 
There has been a great increase in the 
numbers of people now reading religious 
books, and the libraries have a huge 
stock. 
The greatest handicap from which 
the municipal libraries suffer at the 
moment is the difficulty of replenishing 
stocks and getting in new books. Many 
books of the more popular kind come 
from America, and, of course, the 
resent difficulties of transport make 
any deliveries from that country doubt- 
ful, quite apart from the increased cost 
of freightage, etc. Even from England 
it is no easy matter to get books, 
especially having re to the wide- 
spread destruction of books in the raids. 
In all the circumstances, the libraries 
are dog their job well.

BISHOP OBJECTS TO SOUP 
KITCHENS

the Bishop of Galway (t ost Rev.

vegetables, on Saturday last. As long 
as they had a supply of potatoes, 
vegetables, milk and meat, they would 
not be badly off, he added. 

Dealing with the work of the Galway 
Catholic Charities Council, Dr. Browne 
said that they pro to provide 
additional meat for amilies 
for the next twenty weeks, and they 
had decided that this meat should be 
given to these families directly and 
not through soup kitchens. There might 
be an occasional lazy woman who 
would like to have her children fed at 
the public expense while she spent her 
time at the pictures, but the vast 
majority of women had a far higher 
sense of their duties as ‘wives and 
mothers, and they were able to cook 
food, and preferred to retain their 
children in the home at their own 
simple board, where they could teach 
them manners and ‘virtue. 

Soup kitchens were necessary in time 
of emergency, when homes were de- 
stroyed, and in times of famine when 
there was not sufficient food or fuel,

Owing 
to lack of reciprocity, the Southern 
Irish chemist is unable to accept such 
positions, and, instead is forced to 2 
condition of unemployment or the 
means of a bare existence. 

The subject of reciprocity has been 
under discussion on Many occasions, 
and the reason for non-acceptance is 
due to a fear that cross-Channel mul- 
tiple firms would take up business in 
Eire. That this suggestion is a fallacy 
has been proved by the fact that 
Northern Ireland has had reciprocity 
for many years, ard not a single cross- 
Channel chemist has taken advantage of

i mature, but their latest communiqué 


implies that they are encircling the 
town both on the east and on the 
west, and there is small doubt that 
its fall is only a matter of a couple 
of days at most. The British 
defenders maintain a fierce resist- 
ance, and by all accounts are follow- 
ing the policy of “scorched earth 
so efficiently that the Japanese will 
have little profit—so far as supplies 
am concerned—of the Malayan terri- 
tory. Nevertheless, it looks as if 
nothing short of a miracle can check 
the invaders’ southward advance. 
They are said to outnumber the 
British by four te one, and they 
possess an asset whose worth has 
been demonstrated so often during 
the present war—a_ substantial 


superiority in aircraft, The real trial 
of strength, of course, will not occur 


until they reach the southern tip of 
the peninsula and find themselves 
within striking distance of their real 
objective, Singapore. It is one thing 
to prevail against troops inferior in 
number and equipment; it will be 
or ought to be—a very different 
thing to try conclusions with what 
is generally regarded as the most 
powerfully defended city on earth. 
In the meanwhile. the Japanese 
continue to exert severe pressure on 
the Philippines, but here, too, their 
task is by no means so easy as it 
might have appeared a fortnight ago. 
General MacArthur, the American 
military commander, has shown him- 
self what Alan Breck called a ‘‘bonny 
fechter, and continues to offer a 
formidable resistance to the attack. 
His communiqué of yesterday 
describes an assault upon his right 
flank by “heavily reinforced 
Japanese troops, who were repulsed 
with severe losses ; and it seems that 
American bombing aircraft have 
begun to play an energetic part in 
the conflict off the islands both of 
Luzon and Mindanao. Nevertheless, 
the Japanese, according to all 
reports, continue to land troops, and 
their pressure grows. 

Ever since the A. B. C. D.“ Powers 
agreed upon a Joint Command in 
the Far East, with its headquarters 
in some island of the Netherlands 
East Indies, a major offensive 
against the Dutch possessions has 
been expected. It seems to have 
begun. Sporadic raids, of course, 
have been made upon most of the 
islands for some time past, and last 
week parachute troops déscended 
upon South Borneo in an attempt 
to seize the oil wells that abound 
there. During the last forty-eight 
hours, however, a more serious 


in the allied dispatches—has. been 
launched. Troops have been landed 
both on the island of Tarakan, to 
the north-east of Borneo, and near 
Minnahassa, in Northern Celebes ; 
and the provailing view is that the 
Japanese hope to launch an out- 
and-out offensive against Java, the 
seat of government and the potential 
headquarters of the allied Command. 
These various efforts in so many 
quarters of a huge theatre of war 
show, more clearly than anything 
else, how seriously the Americans, 
if not also the British, under- 
estimated the strength of the 
Japanese and the extent of their 
military preparation. Both peoples 
were caught at a severe disadvan- 
tage, with the result that so far the 
Japanese have had things almost 
entirely their own way, and probably 
will have them their own way for 
some time yet. Nevertheless, the 
tempo of the Far Eastern war is 
becoming gradually slower.. Anglo- 
American resistance may not have 
been enormously effective so far, but 
it exists.

it were sown—that is, rye. Have 
our agricultural authorities never 
heard of tye? There is plentiful 
mention of it in the place-names of 
our countryside. Writing in Irish 
Travel, Mr. Ernest Blythe, himself 
of practical farming stock from 
Ulster, tells how he delighted to 
trace the former growing of rye in 
Kerry and moralises on the modern 
neglect of it. Mr. Blythe has done 
good service in calling attention to 
the forgotten crop. If our agri- 
cultural policy had looked to rye 
rather than to wheat, the melancholy 
news which Mr. Lemass announced 
on the eve of the New Year, that a 
sufficient bread crop had not been 
grown, would have been obviated. 
Why did we rely completely on 
wheat for pur bread crop? Everyone 
knows that wheat, although the best 
of crops in the richness of its product 
and the toothsomeness oí its bread, 
is the grain most hard to grow with 
assurance of bounty in the Irish 
climate. A large quota of wheat 
ought to be grown, but not so large 
a quota as to make our daily bread 
dependent on its success. In these 
years, when bread of any kind is the 


of peril and rigour and dire 
necessity—a sure crop is more to be 
desired than the crop which. best 
pleases the palate. Sure bread is of 
more consequence than white bread. 
Rye, after oats—and some experts 
even say before it—is the grain crop 
best suited to brave the vicissitudes 
of Irish weather. If half the area 


under rye, that half would be 
virtually certain of successful harvest- 
ing, and the risk of a breadless table 
would be halved. 

It seems that our people still are 
but half awake to the dire truth 
that our country, in common with 
all others in Europe, is living under 
war conditions more stringent than 
the world has known for centuries: 
that we are farming for dear life, 
and not for profit or luxury. A city 
besieged cannot feed its citizens on 
fancy cakes. A country situated like 
ours cannot afford to shape its farm- 
ing policy to please the dainty 
‘Yet so irrationally, and we 
might add selfishly, did our popula- 
tion cleave to the white loaf that 
even the whole-meal wheaten loaf 
was accepted under protest by 
people who wanted to live as if no 
War were raging; and we suspect 
that the directors of agricultural 
policy have shrunk from the out- 
burst of discontent which would he 
incurred if men were asked to accept 
a, proportion of the black, though 
nourishing, . rye-bread which their 
fathers once were glad to get: the 
bread, moreover, which rich conti- 
nental nations have delighted to use 
in time of peace. Is poor Ireland 
always to live at a rate of luxury 
which strong Powers cannot afford? 
The dream may come te a sorry 
awakening. If retarded sowing and 
a wet summer should tell hard, once 
again, on Ireland’s wheat, a hungry 
nation might be brought bitterly to 
rue the times when twice as many 
people as to-day were supported in 
this island—supported in health 
and strength and happiness on 
potatoes, oats and rye. Not merely 
was the less luxurious diet of other 
days capable of feeding twice as 
many people, and the land so 
laboured capable of yielding large 
food exports to the neighbouring 
isle, but at least twice as much 
employment was given as now, when 
a lily-handed race, dainty of taste, 
permits a hundred thousand of its 
members to live on the public bounty 
instead of returning to the land 
that Providence provided for their

Any of these licensed traders can 
get their supplies direct from the 
tobaccd manufacturers if they give 
orders for the minimum quantities sup- 
plied from the factories. ‘ 


SUPPLY METHODS 


In practice it is customary for many 
retailers to obtain supplies from whole- 
sale merchants, and, again, there are 
retailers, who aye the main tobacco 
sellers of an area, to supply still 
smaller shops in their immediate vici- 
nity. They give a large order to their 
wholesale agent—more than they ex- 
pect to sell directly across the 
counter. The surplus they supply to 
local huxters and various kinds of 
small shopkeepers near by, who have 
found it an accommodation to their 
customers to keep the smaller and 
cheaper packets of cigarettes and to- 


baccos. 


A local retail tobacconist might have, 
say, ten of such places where he could 
dispose of his surplus. He orders a 


thousand more cigarettes than he 
wants, and gives his ten small shops a

At that date Mr. Hugo Flinn—as 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister 
for Finance—was in charge of the 
Board -of Works, and, as Turf Con- 
troller, had taken over control of 
engineering operations from the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce. l. ate“, 
in accord with Jrish Times’ counsels, 
he was appointed—as an additional 
Parliamenta Secretary — to take 
charge of the engineering and public 
works services of the Department of 
Local Government.

To some Irish buyers 
samples of the teas to be offered are 
sent from Calcutta in normal times by 
air mail, and the orders—after the tea- 
taster has done his work—are cabled 
back to India. Other buyers purchase 
through their agents in London at the 
weekly tea-auctions. Many things have 
to be considered in ordering. For in- 
stance, no two growing seasons are 
alike, and teas plucked at different times 
of the year vary very greatly. The 
taster has to know the kind of tea his 
firm wants, and the price they are pre- 
pared to pay for it. 

When the various foil-lined chests 
arrive at the warehouse of John 
Smith’s firm he has to begin tasting 
again, for this is where the blending 
begins.
